The examiner NEVER uses a 
theory of "inherency" to reject a claim. The examiner notes that the Interview Summary dated 02/05/2010 does not mention "inherency." 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Figures 7 and 8 of Shimada are directed towards different embodiments, the examiner notes that 
Shimada expressly discloses that Figures 1-18 illustrate a single embodiment of the disclosed system (see Column 5, Lines 61-63 and 
Column 16, Line 50). 
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
